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(COMPLAINTS of a neglected education are becoming rarer 

and should soon cease for those who feel this disadvantage 
keenly are being more and more helped to overcome it. Reading 
courses, night schools, correspondence ccurses, university exten- 
sion lectures—so many helps to the neglected mind were never 
offered before. A taste for reading is in itself an education. 
Quentin Durward is a peg from which the whole world of the 
fifteenth century may hang. Saint Simon will lead an inquiring 
mind into the rich field of the great age of France. If a working 
man or woman has not the time to study any special era the 
various outlines now offered will give a general insight into the 
great currents of human thought and action, of what arts have 
done for the human spirit and how art took shape as science 
and science remodeled all of organized society. But for the most 
part outlines are to be avoided: better one book, thoroughly en- 
joyed, than those headlong flights through consecrated ground. 


HE Booklist would welcome an expression from its users 

as to the listing of collections of short stories. These are 
so numerous, differ so widely in content, the stories are repre- 
sentative of such various types of writing, and yet the books are 
of so nearly equal merit as collections that it is difficult to decide 
which ones shall be included and which discarded. Our col- 
laborators usually vote favorably on all good collections.

E ARE glad to announce that a new number of the View- 

points series—Viewpoints in modern drama—has just gone 
to press. It will be similar to the earlier Viewpoints in form and 
appearance but of much greater length. The compilation has 
been made by Francis K. W. Drury of Brown University Li- 
brary, who has divided his book into two parts: “Plays of today” 
and “Books on the modern drama.” In the first part 367 plays 
are listed; each play is characterized and graphically described, 
and length and acting facts are given.
